early in August. Since 1 have packed 
the cakes whole, I have never failed to 
carry it through the teasnn, but once, and 
that was in coiiseqoenqe of not having got 
the house more than a third fil led; and re.

again.—The principal reason of the ice 
keeping better is, that it is packed in a 
much more solid mass. The proof of 
which is, the house, that would not hold 
more than fifty cart loads of pounded ice, 
now constantly takes seventy of the game’ 
siy.e loads, to fill it, packed in the large 
cakes. The sirangeness of this will cease 
upon a moments refleednn. A bushel of 
corn ground fine, or pulverised, will mea¬ 
sure a bushel and a halfof meal. A ton of 
plaisfer of Paris, manufactured in the 
cuarsesi manner for use, will measure 18 
or 20 bus^hels, ground finer will measure 
twenty-two; and.inaj be ground so fine, as 
tn measure twenty-six. And the finer 
you pulverise your ice, the fewer cart 
I lads will your house hold. Soon af, 
te-- your house is filled with ice to the top 
of the pit, before there is any appearance 
of (haw; it.should be thirkly covered with 
8*raw, or dry leaves. Not less,«han 3 oi 
4 feet—and more, if convenient.— The 
sides.should also be carefully stuffed amt 
chinked in. The air may pass freely over 
ihe top of your straw without injury, per¬ 
haps with benett'; but should be permitted 
to conie near the ice, as seldom, as possi¬ 
ble. The spot you use from should al¬ 
ways be carefully, ami thirkly recovered. 
If the 8tram';'»rr covering is kept four feet 
'hick, there wiff seldom be any dampnesn 
about the kurlaceof the ice. Should there 
lie at any lime from a course of damp wea 
iher, or from any other cause, Jet the 
damp straw be lemnved, and permit the 
cofd «lry straw n^xt above to settle down 
on the ice Never remove all fhfe straw, 
to replace it with dry straw from the barn 
yard. I his has the temperature of sum- 
'ifer h-a*, a'ld Ihongh taken from the 
shade, and may feel coni to your hand.it 
Will melt your Ifce. Ifyuur covering be- 
' nines too thin, from frequently removing 
damp straw, add dry straw on. (he top.
